A—REPORT oN CHURCH HISTORY. 


The Clear Creek Missionary Baptist church, situated in La- 
fayette county, Miss., was organized on Saturday before the 
third Sabbath in May 1842, by a presbytery consisting of 
Eiders Joseph Lane, W, H. Holeombe, and Hosea Rochett. 
It was constituted with eight memb rs, only one of whom is 
wow amember, This number was increased to ten by the ad- 

lition of Elder Joseph Lane and his wife, on the day of or- 
ganization. Elder Lane served the echnreh as pastor until 
December, 1856, when the Master ealled himaway from the 
field of labor. Owing to the failure of Eld Lane’s health, 
Elder W. Dupuy was called to preach to the ehurch in No- 
vember, 1855, and after Elder Lane’s death he continued to 
erve the church as pastor until November, 1864, at which 
time your humble writer of these presents was chosen pastor, 
which position he has had the honor ot occupying until the 
present September, 1884, Thus itis seen, that in its history 
t over 42 years, this church has had only three pastors : 
Elder Joseph Lane, pastor 14 yveats, 6 months; Elder W. 
Dupuy, pastor 9 years. The first year jointly with Elder 
Lane, and the present year is the 20th year ot the pastorate-of 
the writer.

E—REPORT ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS, 
We, your committee on Sunday-schools, beg leave to offer 


the following report: 

It has been said that the Jesuits say “Give us a child till he 
‘s seven years old and then, do what you will with him, he 
will ever afterwards belong to us.” If error can be so firmly 
impressed upon the mind of the Young, it is also certain that 
truth, thus early impressed, will be equaliy as lasting. It is 
said that the mind is of a plastic nature, it ix continually re- 
ceiving impressions. No more will tho mind of the young 
cease to receive impressions than the body of the young ceas 
to grow. 

If this proposition be true, then of »what vast importance it 
is that we, who are older, see to it that the young who are 
‘committed to our care, shall be properly instructed. It occurs 
to the minds of your committee that we, as Baptist are es- 
pecially responsible for the proper training of the young. If 
what we believe be true, error as regard the teaching of the 
Bible, is abroad in the land. While we do not believe that 
Sunday-schools can take the place of the Word as preached 
from the pulpit, even with the children, we believe that it is 
me of the best auxiliaries the pulpit.has. In many respects, 
the Sabbath-school does work that the ministry cannot do. 
The earnest, zealous Sabbath-school teacher can be with the 
children more, and on account of his circumstances can 
instruct those who can not be reached by the ministers. We 
are glad to be able to report that the Sunday-school cause has 
made wonderful progress in the last few years. On account 
if the want of the statistics we cannot give the products of 
the great Sunday-school work in our country. We would 
urge upon the churches of this ‘Association and of the indi- 
vidual members, to encourage in a proper. way the Sunday- 
school cause.

We, your committee on Publications, report that it is not 
expected that this brief report will deal with all reliyious lit- 


erature. Publication means things published, and in the 
great amount of books, papers; periodicals now in circulation, 
there is a vast amount of fiction 4nd unholy reading. The 
press is a powerful instrument aud we should. avail ourselves 
of its power to make known our doctrine and advance the 
cause of the Bible. Itis our duty to advauce and uphold a 
literature wholly distinctive of our views; yet we deem it 
profitable to read religious books and papers of other denom- 
inations. First of all, we recommend the Bible, feeling and 
knowing that it contains more gospel, more science, more his- 
tory, and more law than all publications, 

As an organ of our State, the Baptist Record is indespens i- 
ble, and its general circulation is essential to the success of 
Baptist in our State, and no Baptisi family ought to be with- 
out it. The Baptist Book House at Memphis is head quar- 
ters for any amount of the very best religious literature, and 
we recommend that Baptist patronize, and buy largely of. its 
good books. . >

G—REPORT ON TEMPERANCE, 


Your committee to whom was assigned the almost Hereu- 
lean task of writing a report on Temperance, would suggest 
the re-adoption of Brother Hewlett’s report of last year, but 
for the fact that more light is being thrown on the subject 
every year, and facts, figures and xperience all combine. to 
prove inte mperance not only the “matchless evil,” but the 
question of the day, and hence the necessity of discussing and 


constantly agitating the subject of temperance from the pul- 
pit, the fireside, in our religious meetings, Associations, Con- 


ventions, ete. 

Your committee thinks that writing reports, theorizing and 
moralizing on temperance, are good things ; but would urge 
that action, immediate, manly, Christian, scriptural action, be 
taken in regard to this matter. The question may arise how 
shall we act? The answer is plain enough. Let every word 
you speak, every act you yerform, every precept you give, 
every efample you set, be in direct opposition to that greatest 
curse of Hell, called intemperance, and in favor of its oppo- 
site, called temperance. , 
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Your committee thinks that if all christians could be made 
to see the destructive work of the fell destroyer, Intemper- 
ance, and realize the responsibility resting upon each one, to 
try by all lawful means, to arrest the progre 
monster which threatens. with one broad swoop, to almost de- 
cimate earth and people hell; that w riting a report on tem- 
perance would, ina few years, instead of being a painful 
(luty, become a pleasant task 

We agree that intemperance is wrong, for the Bible Says: 
“be temperate in all things.” But we sincerely believe that 
that part of it resulting from the use of intoxicating liquors 
is as far above all others as Mt. St. Elias is above an ant nill. 
Therefore, with it we prepose to deal more directly. And 
now, to show to what extent this evil has gone and how it. is 
robbing the ¢hurch and the world, and otherwise causing deg- 
radation and ruin, we pr spose to submit some facts and fig- 
ures ; 

It is stated, and we deem the statement approximately cor- 
rect, that in the Anglo-Saxon world, 100,000,000 bushels of 
grain are annually destr i

ss of this demon- 


yed in making intoxic ating liquors ; 
While thousands of people are on the verge of’ starvation. and 
living in abject p verty, 





The above amount of grain would give two.barrels of flour 


to every family in England, the United States and Canada 
during the year, It is said that the liquor traffic of Great 
Britian costs as much as would snpport 600,000 missionaries 
at $1200 a year; 500,000 school masters at $509; build 5000 
churches at $15.06 1); 5000 school-houses at $4,000 :

give to the world 200,000,000 Bibles at 25 cents each; and

racts at $1.00 per hundred ; would give 100,000 
widows $100 a year ; and 200,000 poor families $20 a year, 
Nor has this Hellish demon failed to visit and strongly en- 
trench himself in our own fair: land. In the United States 
are 175,000 places where intoxicating liquors are sold, involy- 
ing a direct outlay of $700,000,000, and an indirect loss to 
the country by ‘ rime, pauperism, ete., of $700,000,000 more, 
and this results in the destruction of 100,000 lives yearly.

Brethten, we close this report by reiterating the solemn in- 
terrogatory propounded by your last committee on this sub- 
ject: “In view of these horrid facts, what shall we do, what 
‘can we do, what will we do?’ By givinga brief answer 
to each, first, trust in the Lord and keep battling 
against the enemy, secondly, unitedly we can, by God’s 
help, accomplish a great deal, and lastly, we will, your com- 
mittee hopes by Divine aid. do a grander and nobler work in 
the cause of temperance than we have ever done.

We, your committee on Education, beg leave to offer the 





following : 





W hile we, as a denomination, have our College at Clinton, 
of which we may justly be proud, and which is doinga great 
good, and, notwithstanding the University of the State, equip- 
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ed with a fall corps of professors than whom there are none 
more worthy of having the care of instructing the young in 
their charge, yet it is a lamentable, self-evident fact, that our 
children, the children of the men who compose this body, are 
growing up without an education, This, we cannot believe is, 
because our people do not want to cducate their offspring, but 
arises from a combination of circumstances ; some of which 
We propose to notice and to call your attention to a plan 
which, we believe, wil] remedy the evils and materially ad- 
vance the cause of education within our bounds, 

First, we would say that many ot the evils are attributable 
to our present system of free school. After several] years of 
fair trial, we have the proof all around us, that the free- 
schools have fuiled to educate in the proper sense of the term. 
Further, we would mention the financial inability or almost 
every community to sustain a school long enough to be of any 
practical good, True, in every community, there are some 
who could send to schoo} all year; but, there are not enongh 
who are able, in any community, to Support a first class teach- 
er, and consequently those who are able are deprived of edu- 
cational advantages, or must pay for it at double what it 
ought to cost. Again, owing to the fact that we.do not pay 


directly for the teaching of our children, no one feels that he 


is ri sponsible for the character and ability of the teacher, and 


consequently, the majority of our teachers are incompetent. 

Many of our teachers are young, inexperienced men and 
women who know nothing about the training ofthe mind 
and are only te aching till they can get into something better: 
So we find that a majority of the boys and girls who cannot 
and will not attend College, are not only not being prepared 
to meet the practical duties 6f life, but are Wasting the best 
part of their lives, 

We believe that all these evils can be remedied by, this 
Association if it wil] establish a good schoo] of its own-on a 
plain business plan. 

In order to advance the cause of education in our midst, 
we would recommend that a committee of five be Appointed 

ggest a plan for establishing a good school within our 
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bounds under the jurisdiction of this Association, and present 







said plan at our next meeting.

I—reEport on FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


The Foreign Mission work ot Southern Baptists is progres- 
sing encouragingly, and increasing in extent. From all the 
fields, cheering reports are coming up, and more laborers are 
asked for.

of the Vatican, The work here is in charge of Brethren G. 
B. Taylor and J. H. Eager. We havea number of missions 
in China, controlled by Brethren T. P. Crawford. M. T. Yates, 
R. H. Graves and FE, Z. Simmons. A hindrance to the work 
here is apprehended, on account of the Franco-Chinese war, 
now breaking ont. 

The work among the Chinese is very important, beeause 
they are the most numerous, cultivated, energetic and inflen- 
tial of the Asiatic races. There are many other mission sta- 
tions, though not supported by us, in India, Japan, Sweden 
and Russia ; where the work is progressing. Other fields are 
opening and other men are offering to go into these fields and 
devote their lives to the Lord’s cause ; but we lack the means 
to send them. May the Lord put it into the hearts of his 
people to send them.
